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THE FALL SALES 

This is the turn of the year for bloodstock breeders. They are 
anxiously waiting to hear, as the veterinarians make their rounds, 
which mares are in foal, which are barren. [rom the paddocks come 
the whinnying of the mares and foals, now separated for the first 
time. On the farm tracks and in level bluegrass fields strings of year- 
lings are graduating from kindergarten into grade school, as the first 
stages of their education draw to a close. 

This is also the season of the fall sales, the time of year when 
more Thoroughbreds change hands than at any other. It is true that 
these sales do not have quite the glamour of the Keeneland and Sara- 
toga summer sales. There is not quite as imposing an array of year- 
lings and pedigrees, of consignors and buyers—although a really top 
yearling will sell as well now as at any other time. but to make up 
for this is the added interest of broodmares and weanlings, which the 
summer sales lack, for the most part. 

It is here that one sees every variety of horseman—the top train- 
er looking over racing prospects for his patrons; the professional 
race tracker, trying to pick something that won't sell too high and 
that will win itself out in a hurry; the recent purchaser of a big stud 
farm, with his manager, on the lookout for stakes winning and stakes 
producing mares; the small breeder, who hopes to get a mare or two 
whose previous produce might win some good races by the time the 
foals they are now carrying reach the yearling sales; the steeplechase 
and hunter buyers, looking for weanlings and yearlings that, hope- 
fully, will run ‘over brush or at least win a point-to-point and make 
a top conveyance to hounds; and the show ring dealers, who want 
perfect conformation with pedigrees plain enough to keep the price 
within limits. 

Of course there are also the consignors—the big market breeders 
with a yearling or two, held over from the summer sales because of 
a temporary injury or backward condition; the smaller men with 
yearlings whose pedigrees were not quite fancy enough for summer 
Keeneland or Saratoga, but which, nevertheless, are out of hard 
hitting mares that have produced their fair share of winners; the 
major stud farms which, quite frankly, are culling their broodmare 
bands ; and the dispersal sales, which include everything from stallions 
to foals. 

In the stabling area buyers are thumbing through their cata- 
logues, grooms are leading out their charges for inspection ; Owners 
are pointing to virtues of their consignments and citing their achieve- 
ments and prospects on the track and in the stud. The auction ring 
is filled with the peculiar excitement that goes with a Thoroughbred 
sale—the cadences of the pedigree announcer, the staccato of the 
auctioner, the shouts of the bid spotters, the steady hum of conversa- 
tion from the ringside. There all types of bidders—the catalogue 
wavers, the private signalers, the man who shakes his head when he 
is through, the lady who wants to know which lot is up for sale, the 
bidder who tries to smother the opposition with big raises, the mini- 
mum raiser, the last minute specialist who drives the auctioneer 
hoarse, and the impressionable customers who can always be talked 
into just one more bid. 

It all goes to make up the scene. If you like bloodstock there 
is no more fascinating way to spend a day.

Canvas of Brookmeade 
Stable’s Bold Done 
By Artist Reeves 


The cover picture this week re- 
presents the work of that  well- 
known artist Richard Stone Reeves, 
whose subject is Brookmeade’s ill- 
fated Preakness winner Bold. This 
brown son of By Jimminy—Little 
Rebel, by John P. Grier, was bred 
and raised right at the foot of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains in Virginia 
at the Brookmeade Farm of Mrs. 
Isobel Dodge Sloane. 

Bold journeyed to Aiken, South 
Carolina with Mrs. Sloane’s other 
yearlings and entered upon the rac- 
ing scene in the fall of 1949, and 
the following spring showed great 
promise. 

However, he was beset with more 
than his share of the usual ailments 
of 2-year-olds and did not make his 
first start until November 6, dur- 
ing the Empire-City-at-J amaica 
meeting. In this first effort he 
broke his maiden, winning by 7 
lengths over the 5 1-2 furlongs dis- 
tance. 

During the remainder of the sea- 
son he made only two other starts, 
both in stakes. In the Pimlico Fu- 
turity, Big Stretch ran one of the 
best races of his career and Bold 
had to be content with second 
money; while in the Endurance 
Handicap at Bowie, the son of By 
Jimminy interfered with Bob Con- 
sidine and for this bit of green rac- 
ing was disqualified. 

At 3, Bold won the second jewel 
of the Triple Crown, The Preakuess, 
over such racers as Counterpoint, 
Alerted, Hall of Fame, Repetoire, 
and Big Stretch. He also earned 
brackets in the Saranac Handicap. 

This year, after two starts at 
Hialeah in the early part of the sea- 
son, he showed none of his old form 
and was sent home to the farm to 
be rested and prepared for racing 
at Saratoga Springs. Then just about 
a week before time for him to be 
shipped from the farm to Saratoga, 
he was struck by lightning and kill- 
ed.

Buyers who went to the yearling 
sales at Keeneland and Saratoga 
during the month of August and 
came home empty-handed because 
they were out bid need not ‘‘cry in 
their beer’’. All they have to do is 
take the most convenient mode of 
transportation and be on hand in 
Lexington for the Breeder’s Sales 
Co. 1952 Keeneland Fall Yearling 
Sale. The company has 569 year- 
lings catalogued for its October 28, 
29, 30, and 31 vendues, which will 
feature two sessions daily, starting 
at 1:30 P. M. and 7:30 P. M. There 
are approximately 206 consignors 
who will be more than glad to ac- 
commodate any buyer with the vir- 
tues of their yearlings; virtues which 
may not be listed in the facts and 
figures of the catalogue. If our 
counting eye hasn’t slipped way be- 
low the 20-20 mark (with glasses) 
there will be some 135 stallions re- 
presented, with 282 colts and 287 
fillies. If you are interested in ac- 
quiring a racing prospect the Keene- 
land Fall Yearling Sale Catalogue, 
plus the wherewithal, is your entree 
to the ownership of a Thoroughbred 
yearling. 

In fact the back cover bears this 
“important announcement’: ‘“*Be- 
cause of the great number of horses 
being sold in this sale, it will be 
necessary for buyers to move their 
purchases within 24 hours after the 
time of sale. Those buyers from 
out of the state who are not able to 
comply with this will be assisted in 
the care of their horses by the com- 
pany if the purchaser will notify the 
Breeder’s Sales Company. Purchas- 
ers will assume all costs so incur- 
red.” 

On the other hand if you are in- 
terested in going into the breeding 
game you can get yourself a start 
by attending the Keeneland Novem- 
ber Sale of Breeding Stock, which 
will be held November 3, 4, and 5. 
In this sale 452 head will be offer- 
ed. They include 307 broodmares, 
117 weanlings, 9 stallions, and 19 
horses of other ages, except year- 
lings. There will be two sessions 
daily at 1:30 P. M. and 7:30 P. M. 
so if you want to become a Thor- 
oughbred breeder and you still have 
some money which the government 
tax experts have not ear-marked, 
you will have plenty of opportunity 
to get into the ranks this fall. 

The yearling which has the honor 
of carrying the number 1 hip label 
is a bay filly by Triplicate—All To- 
gether, by Flying Heels and is in 
the Edwin K. Thomas consignment 
of four foals of 1951. Two of these 
are by Triplicate, the son of Reigh 
Count, which raced for dancer Fred 
Astair and which is now owned joint- 
ly by Mr. Astair and E. K. Thomas 
who stands him at Timberlawn 
Farm in Paris, Kentucky. 

War Admiral, the triple crown 
winner and one of Man o’War’s most 
famous sons is represented by two 
colts in the sale. A bay youngster 
out of Richmond Rose, by Victorian 
is the property of H. A. Luro, agent. 
He is a half-brother to the Ashland 
Stakes winner Sweet Caprice. The 
other one is the property of Col. 
Phil T. Chinn’s Old Hickory Farm. 
This chestnut colt is out of Legend 
Bearer, by The Porter. The ex- 
ploits of War Admiral alone will 
bring more than just a glance at 
these two youngsters the moment 
they appear in the ring.

Moreover, should the sales com- 
pany run out of horses before you 
have had a chance to make a knock- 
down bid, the drama of the horse 
sale will compensate you as it will 
be just as intriguing and absorbing 
as most Broadway hits. The at- 
mosphere that sales companies and 
their talented auctioneers create for 
a vendue is something which is hard 
to describe. We have heard many 
horsemen say they would rather 
witness a good Thoroughbred auc- 
tion, than any other’ exhibition, 
pageant, show, parade or what have 
you, that this diminishing globe of 
ours has to offer.

The ’Chasing Season 





Honors For Season’s Racing Appears To Be 
Between Jam and Past Champion, Oedipus

The Grand National Steeplechase 
Handicap, richest prize in American 
steeplechasing, is traditionally sup- 
posed to go far towards settling the 
jumping championship of the year. 
But this season’s renewal at Bel- 
mont Park on October 3 settled very 
little, as Montpelier’s Sea Legs up- 
set Mrs. E. duPont Weir’s The Mast, 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Oedipus and 
other more prominent leppers. 

Sea Legs’ emergence, however, 
came too late in the season to give 
the 6-year-old gelding by Battleship 
—Forswear, by *Jacopo, a crack at 
the ‘chasing championship. 

That honor appears to lie between 
Oedipus, undoubtedly the finest 
weight carrier in the brush ranks; 
and James F. McHugh’s hard-work- 
ing Jam, the leader in number of 
stakes victories. The Mast also de- 
serves some consideration off his 
early-season form. 

These three won half of the score 
of steeplechase stakes offered at 
the major tracks in 1952. Jam scor- 
ed five times in added-money com- 
petition; The Mast thrice; and Oedi- 
pus twice. 

Jam, which took last year’s Bel- 
mont National Maiden Hurdle, was 
putting in his first season over the 
big jumps. The 5-year-old gelding 
by Impound—Cherry Orchard, by 
Display, began auspiciously enough 
with a 17-length victory in a brush 
purse at the Virginia Gold Cup meet- 
ing on April 12. But he lost his 
rider while in the lead in the Mary 
Mellon Steeplechase at Middleburg 
the following week. 

That brought Mr. McHugh’s geld- 
ing to Belmont for the International 
‘Chase Handicap on May Day. Run- 
ning and jumping very confidently, 
he prevailed by 8 open lengths. In 
the Charles L. Appleton Memorial 
the next week, he fenced very un- 
certainly in the early stages; yet 
came on in the final flat dash to 
top F. Ambrose Clark’s Lone Fisher- 
man by 3 panels, with The Mast and 
Rigan McKinney’s Hot accounting 
for the minor awards. 

These successes earned Jam top 
weight of 152 pounds when he next 
appeared in the Meadow Brook three 
weeks later. He wound up 6th. 
Sharing the second highest impost 
of 153 with The Mast for the Temple 
twathmey at the United Hunts-at- 
Belmont session a couple of weeks 
afterwards, Jam finished 4th _ be- 
hind Mrs. Weir’s gelding, the top- 
burdened Oedipus and Lawrence W. 
Jennings’ Navy Gun. 

When the. steeplechasing scene 
moved to Delaware Park, the son of 
Impound lacked 5 lengths of catch- 
ing The Mast in the Georgetown 
Steeplechase Handicap on June 20. 
But Jam jumped much better in the 
Indian River the following week, 
and the result reflected this im- 
provement. Despite packing the se- 
cond highest weight of 152 pounds, 
he tallied by 20 length over Mill 
River Stable’s Monkey Wrench. The 
Mast and Rokeby Stables’ American 
Way, the only other finishers, in 
4:44 flat, a new record for the 
stakes course of about 2 1-2 miles. 
Elkridge had set the previous stand- 
ard of 4:45 3-5 in 1949. 

Jam did not start again until the 
Shillelah ’Chase at Saratoga on 
August 7. Second highest weighted 
at 153 pounds, he swung wide and 
stumbled on the last turn; and ran 
4th behind the top-weighted Oedi- 
pus, Brookmeade Stable’s His Boots 
and John M. Schiff’s Phiblant. With 
Oedipus absent from the North 
American the next week, Jam pick- 
ed up the peak impost of 152 over 
the slow track. Though giving ano- 
ther of his displays of poor jump- 
ing. he wore down Navy Gun at the 
end to prevail by half a length. But 
Jam proved unable to pack the se- 
cond highest weight assignment of 
156 in the Saratoga ’Chase Handicap 
near the end of the meeting; and 
wound up 4th to Mr. MecKinney’s 
Banner Waves, G. H. Bostwick’s 
*Titien II and His Boots. 

Back downstate for the Harbor 
Hill Steeplechase Handicap at Aque- 
duct on September 11, the bearer of 
Mr. McHugh’s “Yale blue, white 


cross sashes and sleeves,’ showed 
back of Isidor Bieber’s Semper 
fadem and Hot. 

A week later Jam just lacked a 
head of catching the top-weighted 
Oedipus in track-record time for 
the Broad Hollow at Belmont under 
the second highest impost of 154 
pounds. A claim of foul by Jam’s 
rider did no good, and the son of 
Impound had to wait for the Brook 
the next week in order to reverse 
that order of finish. Toting 156 
to 163 on Oedipus, he outfinished 
the Phipps gelding by 5 lengths, 
with Lone Fisherman, Mr. Clark’s 
The Creek, Sea Legs and Semper 
Eadem completing the list of fin- 
ishers in the distinguished field. 
That purse brought Jam’s income 
for the season to $44,880 in 14 
starts, of which he has taken half 
a dozen and had been unplaced five 
times. But he failed to finish in 
the money in the Grand National 
eight days later under 164. 

The Mast began his season much 
less promisingly than did Jam. The 


5-year-old gelding by Annapolis— 
Claddagh, by *Alcazar, fell in the 
International; and was 3rd to Jam 
and Lone Fisherman under top 
weight of 143 pounds in the Apple- 
ton Memorial. 

Then Mrs. Weir’s gelding sudden- 
ly found himself. Despite some inter- 
ference in the Meadow Brook, he 
drove to a 2 1-4 length decision over 
Navy Gun, as those two far out- 
distanced the rest of the able field, 
consisting of *Titien II, E. B. Sch- 
ley’s *Fracas, His Boots, Jam, Lone 
Fisherman and C. Mahlon Kline’s 
*Spleen. Sharing with Jam the se- 
cond highest impost of 153 pounds 
in the Temple Gwathmey, The Mast 
bested the top-weighted Oedipus by 
three parts of a length in the fine 
time of 4:16 3-5 for the about 
2 1-4 mile course. Navy Gun was 
3rd, followed by Jam, Montpelier’s 
Hampton Roads and American Way. 
Moving to Delaware, where he won 
the Tom Roby Steeplechase Handi- 
cap last year, The Mast made it 
three stakes in a row with a 5- 
length decision over Jam under se- 
cond top weight of 157 in the 
Georgetown. Rokeby’s’ Crooning 
Wind and Navy Gun _ dead-heated 
for 8rd, followed by Oedipus, Mr. 
Bostwick’s *Palaja, Rokeby’s Gen- 
ancoke and Monkey Wrench. 

The Mast tailed off thereafter, al- 
though increasing weight assign- 
ments had much to do with his loss 
of form. In the Indian River he 
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fenced poorly under top weight of 
161 pounds and actually went down 
once, but executed remarkable re- 
covery to finish 8rd behind Jam 
and Monkey Wrench. Unplaced in the 
Saratoga ’Chase ’Cap under the top 
impost of 158 and in the Harbor 
Hill at Aqueduct beneath the se- 
cond heaviest burden of 157, the 
bearer of Mrs. Weir’s ‘“‘white, orange 
lacings’’, secured 2nd place back of 
Sea Legs in the Grand National. Se- 
cond money raised The Mast’s bank 
balance for the season to $35,500 
in 8 starts, during which he has 
scored three triumphs and been out 
of the money only twice. 

Oedipus has not worked as hard 
this year as in the previous two sea- 
sons, but his accomplishments have 
been imposing enough to earn him 
serious consideration for the champ- 
ionship title he has already held for 
two straight years. In 1950, this 
gelded full brother (Blue Lark- 
spur—Be Like Mom, by #*Sickle) 
to those fine fillies But Why Not 
and Renew, won the Aqueduct spring 
Maiden, Shillelah, Broad Hollow and 
Brook Steeplechase Handicaps. Last 
season he took the Corinthian and 
Beverwyck; repeated in the Broad 
Hollow and Brook; and then com- 
pleted his sweep of ’chasing’s 
“Triple Crown” in the Grand Nat- 
ional. 

This year, as a 7 year-old, Mrs. 
Phipps’ gelding has constantly car-

Int’l Gold Cup To Monkey Wrench 





*Done Sleeping and *Tolbiac Have Winning Outing 
Over Timber; Eternal Sun Wins Twice

When the list of entries came out 
for the October 8 races on the 
erounds of the Rolling Rock Club 
at Ligonier, Pa., it was almost too 
fabulous to believe one’s eyes. The 
hunt meeting picture hadn’t been 
too bright except for the fact that 
the later meetings would not have 
any competition from the major 
tracks—the steeplechasing curtain 
was brought down at Belmont. How- 
ever, no one was prepared for some 
29 horses entered for a hurdle event; 
12 entered for the novice timber and 
over 40 for the flat race. Rolling 
Rock’s course can accomodate quite 
a number of horses but not that 
many in a single race. A great 
credit to the meeting was the fact 
that not only was the original entry 
large, the fields which went post- 
ward had not suffered too much 
from cross entries and late scratches. 

This year the A. M. Byers, III 
Cup was run over about 2 1-2 miles 
instead of 3 miles and 10 novice 
timber horses lined up to face Start- 
er Harold Plumb’s tape. The field 
was away well and with the Ist jump 
directly in front of the stands, every- 
one could get a good look at how 
the horses were going. With bro- 
ther Mike Smithwick on the side- 
line, A. P. “‘Paddy’’ took over the 
reins on Miss Marie M. McKim’s 
Merry Old Soul and also took over 
the early pace. Over the 2nd jump 
the field was shortened to 9 as 
Thomas McKelvey’s Fair Run, with 
Jockey L. Graham up, hit hard and 
went down. Around the turn and 
downhill, the Canadian ‘chaser, T. 
H. Smith’s Baden appeared to be 
handling his initial outing over tim- 
ber very well and went out to es- 
tablish the pace under the handling 
of Jockey D. Murray. Some 3 lengths 
separated Baden from Mrs. F. P. 
Sears’ Flying Tourist and Jockey R. 
Gough over the 4th jump but at

the 5th, Baden fell, dashing any 
hopes of a Canadian victory. 

Merry Old Soul was running easily 
and jumping well to hold a short 
lead over Flying Tourist and Justin 
Funkhouser’s *Auftakt which had 
his first outing at the hunt meetings 
when he started at My Lady’s Manor 
this year. *Auftakt’s rider was the 
well known steeplechase rider, D. 
Marzani who had always wanted to 
ride a timber horse and accomplish- 
ed doing this in the dual role of 
trainer-rider. The field was well 
bunched upon reaching the starting 
point and thus making a complete 
turn of the course and Merry Old 
Soul, *Auftakt and Flying Tourist 
pigked their panels to jump as a 
team. 

Mrs. Turner Wiltshire’s Rolling 
Penny, with Jockey T. Brooks in the 
saddle, hit and went down. He was 
remounted to go on after the field. 

Down toward the 10th the order 
had changed with *Auftakt taking 
a definite lead as Jockey E. H. Ben- 
nett brought Mrs. W. J. Straw- 
bridge’s *Land’s Corner in behind 
him as Merry Old Soul was now 
3rd ahead of Flying Tourist. 
Land’s Corner had joined the 
timber ranks this past spring at 
Radnor when he made his initial 
outing a winning one in the novice 
timber race. He hadn’t started at 
any of the previous fall meetings 
but appeared to be in good shape as 
he challenged the leading *Auftakt. 
As the two horses really stepped up 
their speed the crowd cheered their 
bid for pace setting honors, and 
upon landing over the 12th, *Land’s 
Corner went to the top. Not a length 
separated the Irish-bred and the 
German-bred as they jumped the 
3th, the former holding the slight 
advantage but upon landing, *Auf- 
takt once again took over the lead. 
Rolling Penny, which was trailing

had been pulled up at the 11th. 
*Auftakt had tired in the final 


stages and as he came into the 14th 
and last, 


*Land’s Corner was right 
at his side. *Auftakt came up under 
the jump, hitting hard and going 
down. Settling down to a good pace 
on the flat, *Land’s Corner chalked 


up a winning effort as Mr. E. Wey- 
mouth brought in George T. Wey- 
mouth’s Magical to place. Magical 


was making his first start over tim- 
ber and had not been brought up to 
the leaders, staying back until ap- 
proaching the final jumps. Mrs. C. 
Paul Denckla’s Ned’s Flying, which 
had dropped back after the 8th, 
responded in the final stages to be 
4th ahead of Merry Old Soul. *Auf- 
kakt was remounted to get under 
the wire in 6th position. 

It would take one with a great 
power of expression to describe the 
picture the 16 horses made as they 
paraded in front of the judges’ 
stand for The Rector, about 1 1-2 
miles over hurdles. With the delight- 
ful fall setting which the Rolling 
Rock course presents, the scene pre- 
sented by the 16 starters was one 
which defies the everyday descrip- 
tion. Quick to bring one back to 
the business of the afternoon was 
Jockey J. Hobales on P. Steele How- 
ard’s Step Dance, one of the 4 grays 
which went postward. This pair 
went right out to establish the pace 
but moving along rapidly was Jockey 
E. Carter on William M. Duryea’s 
Wait Out. Checking the 4th hurdle, 
the order was Wait Out, Arthur E. 
Pew, Jr.’s *Queer Wedneesday and 
W. C. Wright’s Phosphor as the 
leaders. 

Wait Out continued to hold his 
competition safely but his lead over 
the 9th and final hurdle was shorten- 
ed by Phosphor, Mrs. John Straw- 
bridge, Jr.’s Wygant and Mrs. T. A. 
Randolph’s Topsfield. The finish 
was one to grip the eye. Jockey 
K. Field came through driving on 
Topsfield to win by a head as Wait 
Out placed by a neck over Phosphor 
with Wygant a length back. 

The third race was about 2 miles 
over hurdles for the Malcolm Mc- 
Giffin Cup. This time the field 
numbered 10 and the start was 
good. Jockey M. Ferral lost no time 
in going to the top on Mrs. H. K. 
Hickey’s Trimship, the bay gelding 
by Bimelech which had won over 
hurdles at Belmont on September 
30. Right in behind Trimship was 
the owner-trainer-rider, Mr. J. B. 
McColl on Charioteer, another Cana- 
dian hopeful. Around the turn and 
downhill, Trimship really opened up 
a lead, some 15 length separting him 
from the rest of the field. Landing 
over the 6th, Trimship stumbled 
and went down. While getting to 
his feet and with Jockey Ferral try- 
ing to catch hold of the reins, Trim- 
ship was knocked down by William 
M. Duryea’s Halley with Jockey E. 
Carter up. This second accident 
broke the gelding’s leg below the 
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galls’ home-bred Bab’s Whey had 
taken the front running ahead of 
Mrs. Henry Obre’s *Coup-de-Vite 
and Jockey E. Jackson. This pair 
headed the field over C. M. Kline’s 
*Spleen and Jockey A. P. Smith- 
wick over the 9th and with the 10th 
and final hurdle ahead, it was still 
Bab’s Whey. The brightly marked 
chestnut mare led over the last 
hurdle but making a determined 
bid was Mrs. Obre’s *Lancrel which 
had moved up quickly under urging 
from Jockey C. Harr. Another close 
finish was recorded as *Lancrel rac- 
ed under the wire to win by a neck, 
Bab’s Whey placing over *Coup-de- 
Vite and Mrs. Margaret S. Kirk- 
patrick’s Pretender finishing 4th. 

The Rolling Rock Hunt Cup is 
run over brush at about 2 miles. 
This field of 8 was the smallest to 
face the starter during the after- 
noon’s racing. Leaving the pack 
early was Gordon F. Perry’s Fels- 
paroo with Jockey D. Murray in the 
irons. This pair led as the first 
cropper occurred when Joseph M., 
Mulford’s Sparkling Peril was forc- 
ed out at the 2nd, brushing Jockey 
T. Brooks off on the wing. Felsparoo 
really carried his Canadian owner’s 
colors ahead of the field, opening 
up 4 lengths over the 8th but upon 
landing over this jump, his race 
dropped away from him and he led 
over the 9th by only a head. C. M. 
Kline’s Astronomer and Jockey T. 
Lyons had been 2nd over the 8th 
but a mishap at the 9th sent Jockey 
Lyons earthward. 

Through the gap Jockey K. Field 
began to move up on Mrs. T. A. 
Randolph’s Uncle Joe and came on 
to take the lead. However, moving 
equally strong was Mill River Sta- 
ble’s Monkey Wrench with Jockey 
EK. Carter handling the reins. Over 
the 12th it was Monkey Wrench 
with F. Ambrose Clark’s Night 
Patrol and Jockey A. P. Smithwick 
3rd ahead of Uncle Joe. With only 
the 13th jump remaining, the lead- 
ers were the same but at this jump 
Felsparoo fell hard and for awhile 
it appeared as though another ac- 
cident would mar the day. Within 
a few minutes the horse got to his 
feet and was led from the course. 

Racing into the stretch, Uncle Joe 
came on again but could not catch 
the leading Monkey Wrench and 
placed behind the Mill River Stable 
color-bearer with Night Patrol 3rd 
ahead of his stablemate, Sundance 
Kid. 

The Ligonier, about 1 mile on the 
flat, had to be run in two divisions 
but the purse of $600 was not divid- 
ed. Arthur E. Pew, Jr.’s *Irish 
Flame gave Jockey C. Weimer some 
anxious moments at the post, un- 
seating his rider before he finally 
consented to line up. However, 
this pre-post performance did not 
stop the pair from going out to es- 
tablish the pace ahead of C. M.

Maryland Fall Sales Schedule Calls For 
Turnover of 228 Thoroughbreds

It’s doubtful if any sales staged 
in the U. S. have as far flung an 
effect on the various phases of the 
Thoroughbred in sport as do the 
Maryland Sales. Here some of the 
horses that pass through the ring 
have gone on to fame and in many 
cases to earn fortune for their own- 
ers. 

It was in these sales that Stanley 
Sagner bought the chestnut yearling 
colt for $4,700 that he named Saggy. 
When this conqueror of Citaton was 
through racing, his earnings amount- 
ed to $62,340. Kent Miller bid $7, 
000 for Elkridge, which was destin- 
ed to become the leading money win- 


ning ‘chaser of all time, at these 
sales. Pine Pep passed through this 


sales ring and earned a bid of $95.00 
from Fowler and Hollis. Now the 3- 
time winner of America’s premier 
jumping classic, the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, is in England training for that 
country’s premier ’chase, the Grand 
National. 

In this sales ring those interested 
had a chance to bid for the dam of 
Uncle Miltie, but since Uncle Miltie 
hadn’t reached the track, not many 
joined in the proceedings as Twink- 
Mo brought only $300 going to the 
“nod” of Joseph Reid. 

Fair Perdita, dam of Requested, 
at 16 years of age, fetched a bid of 
$1,500 from Holly Beach Farm al- 


though she was not in foal. Today 
there is a 2-year-old filly by Jack 
High—Fair Perdita, called Princess 


Dita racing for Holly Beach and in 
her first winning race this filly’s 
share of the purse was $1,500. When 
the Holly Beach mares were dispers- 
ed this year Fair Perdita was sold 
once again, and this time she brou- 
ght $2,000—proving that sometimes 
it pays to take a long shot on a 
proven broodmare. 

From these sales have come such 
show ring hunters as Ladys Hero, 
which brought $70 as a 2-year-old 
and Phantom Raider, which earned 
a bid of $110; while the number of 
field hunters purchased from the 
groups collected at this sale are 
legion. 

Not all 
however, 





the purchases are golden 
but from the section of 
horses in training have come such 
successful racing ‘‘tools’’ as: Bric a 
Bac, which cost $9,900 as a 2-year- 


old in Maryland and earned $103, 
225 before being retired. Black 
Gang, which earned $62,805 when 


racing, was bought at 2 for $16,500. 
Floating Isle sold at 3 for $1, 
500 and before his untimely end 
had earned $103,867; while ano- 
ther ’chaser, Tourist List, was 
sold for $1,250 and up until the 
close of the past season had accumu- 
lated $89,786. Then too there’s such 
as Pictura, which cost $175 as a 4- 
year-old and up to 1952 had earned 
$13,405. 

In short at the Maryland Sales 
you can find a horse for practically 
every purpose and what’s more, at a 
reasonable price. It’s true there are 
few fabulous prices secured for the 
stock offered, but then maybe it’s 
better that way. New owners will not 
be discouraged as quickly. 

On October 21, Tuesday, the 
Maryland Horse Breeder’s Assn. will 
hold its annual fall sale, at the two 
racing plants of Laurel and Timon- 


ium. On this day the Maryland 
Breeders will sell more Thorough- 
bred to buyers than they have ever 


offered before, inside a 24-hour per- 
iod.

racing at this plant) and Messrs. 
George Swinebroad, Milton Dance, 
Jr., Louis Merryman and Humphrey 
Ss.

Then after a 
quick cross-country jaunt, buyers 
ean commence bidding at Timonium 
when the proceedings get under way 
at 2:30. The livestock barn, which 


has sheltered buyers for many years, 
will again play the same role and 
70 broodmares, 15 weanlings, and 
3 stallions will be sent through the 
ring. Then at 7:30 P. M. 80 year- 
lings are slated to move under the 
hammer. Just so no one will have 
to leave and go in search of some 
evening chow, the management has 
arranged to have a hot meal served 
right in the building. 

The three stallions to be sold are 
Titilator, ch. h. 1937, by Stimulus— 
*Sheila Ryve, by Gold Sun; Quarter 
Moon, b., 1941, by *Quatre Bras II 

Ladyinthemoon, by *Sickle; and 
*Hunters Moon IV, b. 1936, by Fox- 
hunter——Pearl Opal, by Bruleur, the 
sire of Moonrush, winner of $344, 
280 to the close of ’51. 

The yearlings represent such sires 
as Cosmic Bomb, Attention, Reaping 
Reward, Valdina Orphan, Bless Me, 


Tailspin, Thellusson, Solar Slipper, 
Anibras, *This England, *Olympic 
Zenith, The Doge, and Swing and

to ’51, is offered by O’Sullivan 
Farms; while Mill River Stable has 
consigned the 2-year-olds Dickety

while Veronica Jo claims Grumpito, 
Thermilles, and Sassamid as near 
relations.

ried top weight, never less than 160 
pounds. He began a bit belatedly, 
running 2nd to The Mast under 163 
in the Temple Gwathmey. Oedipus 
failed to place in the Georgetown 
while packing 164. On his way 
from Delaware to Saratoga, he stop- 
ped off at Aqueduct on July 3. for 
the Hitchcock Steeplechase Handi- 
cap, in which he finished 3rd to Hot 
and His Boots under 162. 

Toting the same poundage in try- 
ing for his second decision in the 
Shillelah upstate, Oedipus started 
out jumping rather hesitantly; but 
improved as he went along for a 2- 
length triumph over His Boots, Phi- 
blant, Jam and Mrs. Weir’s Cher- 
well. However, Oedipus was un- 
placed under 165 in the Beverwyck; 
and collected 4th money under 162 
in Aqueduct’s Harbor Hill back of 
Semper Eadem, Hot and Jam. 

In annexing the Broad Hollow at 
Belmont for the third straight sea- 
son, something no other horse has 
ever achieved, the Blue Larkspur 
gelding turned in one of the most 
amazing exhibitions of speed and 
weight packing ever seen over brush. 
Picking up 160 over the soft course, 
he outlasted Jam by a head, with 
The Creek and Hot next under the 
wire. Although Oedipus has to sur- 
vive a foul claim to keep the purse, 
it was his time that made eyes pop. 
Not since the old privet jumps had 
been replaced by the more formid- 
able ‘‘duPont-type’” jumps had a 
track record been set over Bel- 
mont’s steeplechase course. The 
previous mark for the about-2-mile 
route of the Broad Hollow was 3:40 
flat, first established by Fairmount 
under 147 pounds in 1926 and 
matched by London Town under 139 
in 1941. Yet Oedipus, despite his 
weight, the tougher jumps and a 
yielding track, toured the distance 
in 3:39 1-5. 

Oedipus was runner-up to Jam 
under 163 in the Brook. Third 
money behind Sea Legs and The 
Mast in the Grand National, in 
which the bearer of Mrs. Phipps’ 
“old rose, yellow collar and cuffs,’’ 
was laden with 165, brought his 


season’s gleanings to $21,810 from 
9 starts, during which he has been 
unplaced thrice and finished in each 
of the in-the-money positions twice. 

*Fracas is the only other steeple- 
chaser with as many as two stakes 
wins to his credit this year. Third 
in his first American outing, Mr. 
Schley’s French-bred 6-year-old geld- 
ing by Mehemet Ali—Friponne, by 
Priori, shared top weight of 150 
pounds in the Belmont Spring Maid- 
en on May 15; and prevailed by 1 
1-4 lengths. Fourth behind The 
Mast, Navy Gun and *Titien II in 
the Meadow Brook, *Fracas came 
back to score by seven panels in the 
Tom Roby at Delaware two weeks 
later under the heaviest impost of 
159. That upped his season’s bank 
balance to $15,200 from two vic- 
tories and a show in four efforts.

“That’s the way the program spells 
it.”

Entries written in longhand or given 
over the telephone can start the in- 
formation off incorrectly from the 
secretary’s office, thence to the print- 
er and finally into the hands of the 
press and spectators at a show. 

Owners and stable managers are 
far too careless about the spelling of 
a horse’s name and if it presents 
something of a problem, they are apt 
to pass it off with, “Oh, just spell it 
the way you think it sounds.” Thus 
the people who keep the records are 
off on a search again. 

There are valid excuses as to why 
such mistakes are made but there 
can’t be any excuse for a show secre- 
tary or anyone officially connected 
with the event to show resentment 
when someone comes up to explain 
that “such and such” a name is spell- 
ed incorrectly or that something has 
not been listed the way it should. The 
informer is not trying to show an 
amazing amount of intelligence and 
thus minimizing the capacity of the 
secretary. He or she is only trying 
to make the necessary correction so 
that all records and accounts will be 
filed the way they should. 

The American Horse Shows Associ- 
ation’s office already has plenty of 
work and detail to handle but per- 
haps there might be some way in 
which a list of horses and owners 
could be sent to member shows. Such 
a list is available from that office as 
Rule VIII—Recording of Horses— 
provides that every horse or pofy 
which has been exhibited at three 
recognized shows, with certain ex- 
ceptions, must be recorded with the 
AHSA under the name by which it is 
being exhibited. Section 2 of that 
rule provides that “When a horse is 
sold a transfer of ownership must be 
effected by submission to The Associ- 
ation’ office of the original recording 
certificate, properly endorsed . . .” In 
the annual report of the president 
this past January, 246 member shows 
were noted. This would mean 246 
copies of horses’ names and their 
owners’ names to be mailed to mem- 
ber shows . . . a not too small job to 
undertake but certainly one which

would be appreciated by the shows 
and their sponsors, not to mention 
the exhibitors themselves. This would 
entail quite a bit of work as all of the 
divisions would have to be handled 
but with the AHSA as the source of 
information, the improvement in pro- 
grams should be great. 

There is no rule which makes it 
necessary for a junior equitation rider 
to record his or her name with the 
AHSA. Consequently, there can be 
no official source from which an en- 
tire listing could be obtained. Cur- 
rently some of the names listed in 
equitation events present a problem 
as one show will list a youngster with 
his name spelled one way; a week 
later he will compete at another show 
practically under another name. There 
is enough similarity in the spelling to 
make a guess but how is one to de- 
cide which program’s listing is right. 
Thus a child with a name which isn’t 
easily spelled may have his or her 
winning efforts recorded in such a 
manner as to be most confusing and 
certainly not providing much incen- 
tive for a scrap book. 

With the many state horse show 
associations which are now in exist- 
ence, perhaps the problem of listing 
equitation riders could be handled by 
the individual associations. A rule 
somewhat similar to the AHSA’s rule 
for recording horses could be applied 
and in that way there could be a cor- 
rect listing available. Again more 
work would be added to an associ- 
ation if such an organization would 
furnish its member shows with a list 
of the children who are recorded for 
participation in equitation classes. 

The foregoing may sound like un- 
asked for suggestions to add more 
work to both the AHSA and state as- 
sociations. However, there is certain- 
ly a great need for this information 








and the associations are the best 
places for it to originate.

HUNT MEETINGS 
Rolling Rock Races 
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the atmospheric conditions were of 
minor importance. 

Wednesday’s brush race was an 
outstanding outing for Mill River 
Stable’s Monkey Wrench and every- 
one was anxious to see how he would 
go in the International Gold Cup 
with the distance extended to 2 1-2 
miles and of main importance, 4 
$5,000 added purse. The field of 11 
offered something a bit out of the 
ordinary as Justin Funkhouser’s 
*Auftakt deserted the timber ranks 
ot his race on Wednesday and Mrs. 
Fay Ingalls’ home-bred Bab’s Whey 
had come pack to the brush brigade. 
This 5-year-old mare made 4 outings 
as a 3-year-old and made every ef- 
fort a winning one over hurdles. AS 
a 4-year-old she joined the brush 
ranks and won the Delaware Spring 
Maiden Steeplechase put at Saratoga 
she fell, was injured and did not race 
again until at Fair Hill this year. 

The water jump was a great point 
of interest and spectators crowded 
as close as the state troopers would 
allow. While they were getting set- 
tled, the field lined yp and was off 
with Mrs. T. A. Rand&ph's Uncle Joe 
getting away fast under Jockey K. 
Field. Monkey Wrench almost lost 
his chance at the big purse when he 
put in a bad one over the ist jump 
and practically jerked the reins out 
of Jockey BE. Carter’s hands. Down- 
hill after the 2nd, Uncle Joe was 
really winging but over the 3rd, Joc- 
key C. Harr was leading on *Auftakt. 
Upon landing, confusion reigned and 
*Auftakt, Uncle Joe and Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Watkins’ Spike Seven were 
going off the course. Uncle Joe was 
swung around and prought back but 


was never able thereafter to catch 
the field. 
Swinging the binoculars back to 


the remaining 8 horses, Jockey E. 
Phelps was now seen at the head of 
the line, setting the pace on Joseph 
M. Mulford’s Proceed with Bayard 
Tuckerman, Jr.’s Blandystone and 
John M. Schiff’s Phiblant following. 
These 3 kept these positions until 
the 9th when Proceed went in deep- 


ly, snapping the reins out of Jockey 
Phelps’ hands and racing slightly off 
course out of control. Unable to 
catch the flying reins, Jockey Phelps 
had no alternative put to roll off. 
Trying to see what the outcome of 
this episode would be, the owner, 
trainer or rider of the horse which 
led over the 10th would have to pro- 
vide that information. 

At the pottom of the hill and over 
the 11th, Jockey F. D. Adams was 
holding a slight lead with Phiblant 
ahead of Blandystone, F. Ambrose 
Clark’s Sundance Kid, Sidney Wat- 
ters, Jr.’s *Irish Easter, Bab’s Whey, 
Monkey wrench, C. M. Kline’s Astro- 
nomer and the trailing Uncle Joe. 
The order was the same over the 
12th but what a difference the dis- 
tance petween two jumps can make. 
At the 13th Jockey Carter and Mon- 
key Wrench were on top. They led 
over the water jump and landed run- 
ning, heading for the 15th. Here 
Sundance Kid was brought in behind 
them py Jockey F. Schulhofer with 
Jockey R. Harris and *Irish Easter 
8rd ahead of Phiblant and _ Bab’s 
Whey. 

Approaching the 16th and final, 
Bab’s Whey was really covering 
ground under Jockey C. V. B. Cush- 
man’s handling. Gaining at an amaz- 
ingly fast rate, she jumped right be- 
hind the leading Monkey Wrench 
and made a bid for the lead in the 
stretch. Running easily and well, 
Monkey Wrench held his position 
safely and galloped under the wire 
to win, Bab’s Whey placing in front 
of Sundance Kid and *Irish Easter in 
that order. Monkey Wrench’s victory 
qualified him to compete in the 
1953 running of the Grand National 


Steeplechase at Aintree. In 1950, 
he left this country to try to 
qualify for the 1951 running. By 


finishing 2nd, Bab’s Whey also quali- 
fied but Sundance Kid’s 8rd does 
not qualify him as he was not the re- 
quired 5 years of age, holding to 
youth by being a 4-year-old.

Interest was keen in the Western 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. as it was 
bringing out Mrs. Simon T. Patter- 
son’s *Gift of Gold for his first out- 
ing over timber since his’ three 
straight victories in the Carolina 
Cup, Virginia Gold Cup and Connec- 
ticut Cup this past spring. Only 5 
horses went postward and when the 
tape snapped, Jockey F. D. Adams 
and *Gift of Gold took up their usual 
route—in front of the field. Over the

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AT ROLLING ROCK 

Not only did the races at Rolling 
Rock attract a large number of 
horses, but in this day and age of 
trying to get horses from foreign 
countries to race, the 2-day Ligon- 
ier program also did just that. There 
were 12 races held during the 2 
days and 20 foreign-breds went post- 
ward, 7 of them entering the win- 
ner’s circle. Of this number, 9 were 
English-bred; 6 were French-bred; 
3 were Irish-bred and 1 each from 
Germany and Argentina. 

These races are held for the bene- 
fit of the Industrial Home for Crip- 
pled Children and the contributions 
are kept up even though every year 
finds more improvements made out 
on the course. This year the press 
stand was greatly improved; in fact 
more could be seen from that spot 
than from any other place on the 
course. Another bar was added and 
the luncheon tent made one think 
of a good country club rather than 
a tent at a hunt meeting. At the 
lower end of the training track 24 
new stalls have been completed in 
a typical race stable. There are 
many conveniences for the riders at 
the stable which is certainly appreci- 
ated as their fare is usually a small 
tent located in the paddock. This 
year there was a gain in the number 
of subscribers, 968 paying the $50 
against 910 last year. 

The number of horses’ which 
changed owners at this meeting re- 
minded one of the horse show scene. 
One of the late sales was that of P. 
Steele Howard’s Step Dance, a 4- 
year-old grey gelding by *Flushing 
2nd—-Hornpiper. This was the first 
hunt meeting horse Mr. Howard had 
owned and he will now have to go 
buying again as Step Dance will 
race in the colors of Jack Brandt 
from Indianapolis, Ind... . Trainer 
Arthur White saddled Craigwood 
Stable’s Eternal Son to win on the 
flat on Wednesday and on Saturday 
again saddled the 4-year-old dark 
bay gelding by Eternal Bull—Angel. 
However, the owner had changed 
and Eternal Son won over hurdles 
for Mill River Stable. 

Many of the hunt meeting owners 
don’t get to all the meetings and 
have to wait for phone calls or news- 
paper clippings to find out what 
portion of their monthly expense is 
doing. The situation is turned 
around in other instances and the 
very time the owners appear will be 
the time the horses apparently are 
going to do something unexpected. 
Mrs. William B. Watkins was at 
Rolling Rock to see Spike Seven start 
in the International Gold Cup as was 
Mrs. T. A. Randolph to see her Uncle 
Joe in the same race. Spike Seven, 
Uncle Joe and *Auftakt were run- 
ning head and head over the 38rd 
jump, landed too fast to make the 
turn and went off the course... . 
Joseph M. Mulford had several en- 
tries but his interest was on Pro- 
ceed, also in the International Gold 
Cup. Proceed was out in front 
when he went deep into the 9th 
jump, jerked the reins out of Jockey 
E. Phelps’ hands, and as the reins 
were flopping in front of the horse, 
Jockey Phelps had to leave the scene 
of action. . . . The Voice’s owner, 
Mr. Woodward whose colors are car- 
ried under Arbywood Stable, was 
on hand both days to watch his 
entry and then it was back to In- 
dianapolis. 

Emmett Roberts had a specially 
loaded jinx for the meeting and it 
first made itself known when Trim- 
ship had to be destroyed. Then

this trainer, who chalked up such 
a creditable record as a steeplechase 
rider, agreed to race a horse in his 
colors and the result really kept the 
jinx busy. On Wednesday the horse 
got away from the groom, broke 
the bridle and snapped the shank 
at the chain. Trying to get the chain 
over his nose sent several persons 
earthward and then the horse gal- 
loped around and around the pad- 
dock, among the horses which were 
getting ready to go postward. After 
the field went out on the course, 
the horse continued to gallop at a 
steady handy «+ pace—until someone 
would try to catch him, then he 
would go back into action. While 
suggestion ran riot to open the pad- 
dock gate and let him out on the 
course, this was not done as the re- 
sult would be all too apparent. On 
Saturday the horse was tacked up 
and was led to the post by Trainer 
Roberts but the jinx still worked. 
He kept breaking and finally had 
to be scratched as darkness was not 
far off and the field could not be 
kept at the post any longer. 

At the Calcutta Pool on Friday 
night, Auctioneer Humphrey S. Fin- 
ney had the situation well in hand. 
He stated that he had a number of 
gavels ready for use: a rubber one 
or Republican; a noisy one or Demo- 
crat and a horsey one which was to 
be used if he could not make him- 
self heard. The result of getting 
the attention of those people pre- 
sent worked out all right as the pool 
amounted to over $40,000. Auc- 
tioneer Finney could not be on hand 
the next day for the races as he had 
a trip to make to Millwood, Va. to 
read the proofs for the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Assn.’s_ catalogue 
for the fall sales. 


NEW CLASS TRIED 
This year the show committee of 
the Maple Lane Horse Show at Os- 
wego, Ill. tried a new class for the 
exhibitors. The event was a side sad- 
dle class and drew six entries, all 
dressed in old-fashioned side saddle 
outfits. It was colorful and interest- 
ing and drew much applause from 
the crowd. Committees who are look- 
ing for new riders might find this 
class a drawing card. There are pro- 
bably many side saddles and outfits 
gathering dust in attics and people 
like to see classes which bring back 
memories. There were no hunting 
side saddle outfits in the show but 
several people will make an effort to 
find some before next year’s event.

Neighboring Hunts At 
Chicago Hunter Trials 


Longmeadow was the host hunt 
at the 3rd annual Chicago Hunter 
Trials. Entries from neighboring 
hunts—-Millcreek, Oakbrook, Wayne- 
Dupage, and Fox River Valley were 
augmented by those from Milwau- 
kee, Wisc., and Bridlespur in St. 
Louis, Mo. 

It was a big day and a good one. 
The hunter trials course under the 
able supervision of Longmeadow’s 
huntsman, Robert Breen, was in 
perfect shape. 

The first trial of the day, the 
Longmeadow Championship for 
horses owned by members of that 
hunt was won for the third consec- 
utive year by Over Easy, and his 
young owner, Elizabeth Kolbe, took 
home for another year the perpetual 
trophy given by Clark J. Lawrence 
and Dennison B. Hull, former Joint- 
Masters. 

Paul Butler’s horse, Some Gold, 
remembered for his fine showing 
over timber in the south and east 
two years ago, was pinned on top 
in the Thoroughbred hunter event 
with Oakbrook’s Joint-Master, T. A. 
Mohlman doing the riding. The 
pair turned in one of the outstand- 
ing performances of the day. Mr. 
Mohiman reports that this big bay 
horse hunts regularly 3 times a 
week with Oakbrook. 

The trial for other than Thorough- 
bred hunters drew an entry of 30, 
not counting post entries, and Es- 
capade owned and ridden by Mrs. 
James Simpson, Jr., Joint-Master 
of Millcreek, chalked up a win in 
this class to add to his blue in the 
open lightweight. 

This year saw the inauguration 
of The Ernest S. Ballard Memorial 
Trophy, given by the Longmeadow 
Hounds, to be competed for once 
each year at the annual Chicago 
Hunter Trials. The trophy is to be 
retired when won 3 times by the 
same owner. Paul Jones’ big horse, 
Perforation, imported from Virginia 
last year, won the handsome silver 
bowl which was presented by the 
late Mr. Ballard’s daughter, Mrs. 
Stewart Boal. Charles Dennehy rode 
Perforation throughout the day an- 
nexing the championship of the hunt- 
er trials on points accumulated in 
the open middle and heavyweight, 
other than Thoroughbred, Ernest §. 

Trophy, and the pre- 
liminary. 

Longmeadow won the hunt teams 
with two teams from Millcreek 2nd 
and 38rd and Oakbrook 4th. 

Bruce Baldwin, chairman of the 
hunter * trials reported the largest 
entry since the inception of the com- 
bined trials, with more parking 
spaces and general admissions sold 
than in the past. The 1952 pro- 
gram was especially attractive be- 
cause of the cover design by the well 
known artist, Paul Brown.
